Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1959. 

There  was  a  total  of  195  births  during  the  year,  a  rise  of 
27  over  the  previous  year.  This  gives  a  corrected  Birth  Rate 
of  16.6,  which  compares  favourably  with  the  rate  of  16.5  for 
England  and  Wales. 

The  deaths  again  showed  a  satisfactory  decrease  giving  a 
corrected  Death  Rate  of  10.6,  that  for  England  and  Wales 
being  11.6.  Of  the  172  deaths  34  were  due  to  Cancer  and  91 
were  due  to  Heart  and  Allied  Diseases. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  shows  a  slight  rise  over  the 
previous  year.  There  were  4  deaths  in  this  group,  3  of  them 
being  under  the  age  of  1  week. 

In  the  realm  of  Infectious  Disease  an  epidemic  of  Measles 
started  in  1958  and  carried  on  to  the  1st  and  2nd  quarters 
of  the  year.  A  total  of  161  cases  were  notified.  The  disease 
was  fairly  general  throughout  the  country. 

One  case  of  Weil’s  Disease  (Haemorrhagic  Jaundice)  in 
a  young  boy  was  reported  during  the  year.  This  disease, 
although  not  a  “  killer,”  can  be  very  debilitating.  It  is 
caused  by  a  germ  carried  by  several  types  of  animals  but 
the  rat  is  the  commonest  culprit  and  can  contaminate  un¬ 
authorised  swimming  places  in  rivers  and  canals.  The  case 
reported  probably  picked  up  the  infection  through  bathing 
in  a  rat  infested  pool.  The  moral  is  obvious. 
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The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  visited  Stony  Stratford  in 
January.  696  individuals  were  examined  and  it  is  satisfac¬ 
tory  to  report  that  no  case  of  Tuberculosis  was  discovered. 
Two  Non-Tuberculous  conditions  of  the  chest  were  detected. 

The  Unit  then  went  on  to  the  Wolverton/New  Bradwell 
area.  Here  4,415  people  were  examined.  Of  the  total  exam¬ 
ined  1  active  case  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  3  inactive 
cases  were  discovered.  In  addition  8  cases  of  Non-Tubercu¬ 
lous  conditions  were  discovered. 

One  cannot  emphasize  too  strongly  the  value  of  these 
Mass  Radiography  Surveys,  not  only  because  they  pick  up 
Tuberculosis  at  the  early  curable  stage,  but  also  because 
they  bring  to  light  other  unsuspected  conditions  in  the  chest 
which  may  require  active  treatment. 

I  should  like  to  record  another  year  of  pleasant  co¬ 
operation  with  your  Clerk,  Mr.  J.  B.  Harwood,  your  Public 
Health  Inspector,  Mr.  D.  M.  Tucker,  and  their  staffs.

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SECTION  B 

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 


1.  Laboratory  Services. 

The  bacteriological  work  of  the  District  has  been  car¬ 
ried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Northampton. 
Samples  for  chemical  analysis  are  sent  to  London. 

2.  Ambulance  Services. 

These  services  are  administered  by  the  County  Coun¬ 
cil  and  are  now  radio  controlled  from  Aylesbury,  with 
sub-stations  throughout  the  County.  The  Wolverton  area 
is  covered  by  Bletchley  sub-station.  British  Railways  also 
maintain  an  ambulance  at  Wolverton  Works. 

3.  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics 

Clinics  are  held  twice  monthly  in  New  Bradwell  and 
Stony  Stratford  and  three  times  monthly  at  Wolverton. 
These  clinics  are  attended  by  Nurses,  Health  Visitors  and 
a  doctor,  and  immunizations  against  Diphtheria  and  Whoop¬ 
ing  Cough  were  carried  out  in  addition  to  routine  inspec¬ 
tions.  The  total  number  of  attendances  by  children  was 
3,472. 

A  word  of  thanks  and  praise  must  be  given  to  the  ladies 
of  the  voluntary  committee  who  give  so  much  of  their  spare 
time  in  helping  to  organise  these  clinics. 

4.  Chest  Clinic. 

The  clinic  continues  to  do  excellent  work  in  the  field 
of  prevention  and  control  of  Tuberculosis.  Sessions  are 
held  twice  weekly  at  The  Meacham  Clinic  and  are  under 
the  personal  supervision  of  the  County  Chest  Physician. 

5.  Physiothempy  Clinic. 

Administered  by  Northampton  General  Hospital,  this 
clinic  functions  daily  at  Wolverton  Road,  Stony  Stratford, 
and  is  doing  excellent  work. 

6.  Wolverton  Diagnostic  Clinic. 

This  clinic,  administered  by  the  Northampton  General 
Hospital,  is  situated  at  The  Meacham  Clinic  and  is  attended 
at  various  times  during  the  week  by  Specialists  from  North¬ 
ampton. 
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7.  Dental  Clinic. 

Administered  by  the  County  Council,  this  clinic  is 
located  at  Wolverton  and  is  doing  excellent  work  amongst 
the  school  children. 

8.  Nursing  Facilities. 

As  in  previous  years  the  District  Nurses  carried  on 
their  excellent  and  noble  work. 

10.  Home  Helps  Service. 

This  service,  administered  by  the  County  Council,  now 
has  2  full  time  organizers  in  the  North  Bucks  area,  one  of 
whom  is  centred  in  Wolverton.  During  the  year  196  cases 
were  assisted. 

11.  Hospital  Services. 

The  majority  of  cases  are  sent  to  the  Northampton 
Group  of  Hospitals,  but  some  are  also  admitted  to  the 
Aylesbury  and  Oxford  Groups. 


SECTION  C 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  IN  THE  AREA 
Water. 

The  supply  of  water  for  distribution  within  the  district 
is  obtained  from  two  sources  of  supply.  At  the  Calverton 
Road  Pumping  Station,  water  is  extracted  and  distributed 
by  the  Council.  The  other  supply  of  water  is  from  the  Bucks 
Water  Board,  the  Council  receiving  water  in  bulk  at  their 
Shenley  Ground  Reservoir  and  distributing  it. 

From  the  1st  April,  1960,  the  Bucks  Water  Board  will 
themselves  take  over  the  Council’s  water  undertaking  and 
will  from  that  date  be  the  suppliers  and  distributors  of 
water  within  the  Wolverton  Urban  District. 

The  water  has  been  regularly  sampled  and  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination  to  the  Public  Health  Labora¬ 
tories  at  Northampton. 

A  total  of  114  samples  were  taken  and  of  these  only  3 
were  reported  by  the  Analyst  to  have  some  degree  of 
pollution. 

In  August,  complaints  were  received  of  the  unpalatability 
of  the  water  due  to  its  odour,  colour  and  taste,  and  these 
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complaints  came  from  all  parts  of  the  Urban  District. 
Samples  were  taken  and  submitted  for  bacteriological  exam¬ 
ination  and  the  results  showed  that  the  water  was  bacter- 
iologically  pure.  It  was  later  ascertained  that  the  odour, 
colour  and  taste  of  the  water  was  due  to  the  flocculation 
and  precipitation  of  iron.  Remedial  works  were  carried  out 
by  the  Bucks  Water  Board,  together  with  the  flushing  of 
service  mains,  and  these  remedial  measures  proved  effective.

Public  Cleansing. 

The  collection  of  house  refuse  is  on  a  satisfactory  basis. 
Certain  problems  have  arisen  during  the  year  with  regard 
to  the  collection  of  trade  refuse.  Under  a  new  system  in- 
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troduced  an  adequate  service  is  always  available  for  the 
members  of  the  community. 

The  refuse  disposal  tip  at  Wolverton  is  very  rapidly 
becomng  filled  and  soon  the  Council  will  have  to  make 
arrangements  for  the  disposal  of  their  refuse  elsewhere  in 
the  district. 

The  reclaimation  of  land  at  Wolverton  is  proceeding  and 
the  standards  maintained  at  this  tip  are  of  the  highest 
degree. 

Closet  Accomnuodation. 

Practically  100'%  of  the  houses  in  the  Wolverton  area  are 
on  a  water  carriage  system,  but  the  Wealds  of  Calverton 
are  still  deprived  of  this  amenity  by  the  absence  of  sewers. 

No  doubt  the  Council  will  continue  to  look  at  this  prob¬ 
lem  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  earliest  possible  consideration 
will  be  given  to  the  provision  of  a  sewerage  system  to  these 
hamlets. 

Shops  Act,  1950.  (S.38). 

It  was  found  necessary  during  the  winter  months  to 
again  approach  the  owners  of  shops  in  order  to  ensure  that 
staff  employed  in  these  shops  enjoyed  a  reasonable  tem¬ 
perature. 

Markets. 

The  open  air  market  at  Stony  Stratford  has  been  closely 
supervised  and  those  stall  holders  selling  food  for  human 
consumption  maintained  a  high  degree  of  cleanliness  and 
attention  to  the  hygiene  regulations. 

At  the  market  at  Wolverton  it  has  again  been  necessary 
to  draw  the  attention  of  some  tenants  of  stalls  to  the  Food 
Hygiene  Regulations. 

Smoke  Abatement. 

Observations  have  been  made  on  the  various  industrial 
chimneys  situated  in  the  district.  Remedial  works  carried 
out  to  the  stack  serving  the  oil  fired  boiler  at  the  Post 
Office  Supplies  Department  at  Wolverton  have  been  suc¬ 
cessful  and  this  chimney  now  functions  correctly. 

Swimming  Baths. 

Samples  of  water  were  again  taken  from  the  swimming 
pool  at  Mr.  Fegan’s  Homes,  and  the  results  show  that  the 
usual  high  standards  were  being  maintained. 

Samples  of  water  were  also  taken  from  the  river  and 
canal  at  points  where  both  children  and  adults  bathe.  The 
pollution  of  the  water  is  extremely  high  and  must  be  re¬ 
garded  as  a  hazard  to  health.

Rodent  Control. 

The  work  of  rodent  control  has  continued  during  the 
year.  The  importance  of  this  work  must  surely  be  em¬ 
phasized  by  the  occurrence  during  the  year  of  two  cases 
of  Weihs  Disease,  and  in  order  to  try  and  establish  the 
mode  of  infection  a  number  of  rats  were  trapped  and  sent 
for  examination.  All  those  rats  trapped  proved  to  be  neg¬ 
ative.

SECTION  D 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

The  inspection  and  supervision  of  food  premises  has  been 
carried  on  during  the  year  and  six  informal  notices  were 
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served  to  secure  the  remedying  of  infringements  of  the 
Food  Hygiene  Regulations. 

The  continuing  task  of  the  department  is  the  condemna¬ 
tion  of  food  intended  for  human  consumption  and  volun¬ 
tarily  surrendered  as  being  unfit. 

It  has  been  noted  in  the  course  of  inspection  of  such 
tinned  food  that  the  reason  for  condemnation  is  damage 
which  has  occurred  during  consignment. 

It  is  now  the  practice  of  the  trade  to  pack  tinned  food  in 
cardboard  containers  thus  rendering  them  more  liable  to 
damage  than  if  the  goods  were  protected  by  wooden  crates. 
As  high  as  30%  of  all  goods  examined  have  been  rendered 
unfit  by  reason  of  their  damage  in  transit. 

I  feel  that  these  figures  should  be  brought  to  the  atten¬ 
tion  of  food  manufacturers  and  a  plea  made  for  a  more 
robust  package  to  be  introduced,  and  thus  enable  tinned 
goods  to  be  transported  without  damage.

There  were  34  deaths  during  the  year,  9  of  them  being 
due  to  cancer  of  the  lung.
